[ arms and equipment that wa» carried 
by Mr. Baines through the South 
| African war. The Prince of Wales 
was several times a good customer at 
| this store and like us, and more, par- 
i ticularly the members of our party 
recently from the east, must have 
! been interested in the group of Indi¬ 
ans lounging about, the men smoking 
and leaning on barrels and boxes, and 
the squaws squatted on the store floor 
i with the little ones playing about. 

! This post is built of logs and with its 
Indian patrons and old-time features 
is perhaps the last of the old West. 

The next place on the trip was Cay¬ 
ley, a small place, but as busy as the 
rest as a grain centre. The village 
has recently installed a system of 
street lighting, and the burg was 
brighter on this night than we had 
ever seen it before. 

We stopped at Nanton for an hour 
or more, and everybody must have 
been at church that night, for people 
were coming in crowds from several 
directions, but a few we know were 
coming from the new swimming pool, 
which is operated every day, and it is 
said will b© operated all winter. 

The finish of the journey afforded 
the opportunity for a review of the 
things that had been seen that day, 
which had indeed been a great pleas¬ 
ure of again seeing the bright lights 
of Vulcan.

Gananoque Journal:—For the first 
time in history it is now lawful in 
England to marry your wife’s sister. 
The London Advertiser is rejoicing 
over the fact that this would eliminate 
the brother of breaking in a second 
mother-in-law. 

Petrolia Topic:—Glencoe dealers re¬ 
ceived shipments of Alberta coal 
which they retailed off cars at S13.50 
and delivered at $14. So far as can be 
learned the coal, where tried out, has 
given splendid satisfaction. Its heat¬ 
ing qualities are good; it burns freely, 
but not too rapidly if properly check¬ 
ed, and best of all leaves no clinkers 
and is free from slate and rock which 
has become too common with Pennsyl¬ 
vania coal in recent years. 

Christian Herald:—Great Britain is 
going to obey United States law. The 
Englishman is generally a law abiding 
person much more so than the aver¬ 
age American. He may have some 
objectionable laws, but once enacted 
they are pretty well obeyed. It will 
be very much to our discredit if the 
British bow to our prohibitory ruling 
on the high seas and we here in the 
United States, under our own flag, 
tread it under foot. 

Financial Post:—Another success¬ 
ful bank robbery has been perpetrated 
in Toronto. Escaped convicts from 
Kingston worked with peculiar bold¬ 
ness. The event emphasizes three 
things necessary to check these depre¬ 
dations. A police system which will 
lead to arrests; a prison system which 
will hold the prisoners after they are 
caught and a system of punishment 
which will make them regret their vio¬ 
lent deeds while they the incarcerated. 
Further, it would undoubtedly detract 
from the glamor of a burglar’s career 
if soft hearted social uplifters of the 
Prisoners’ Protective Society and 
other organizations would leave these 
criminals to a deserved fate. 

Kincardine Review:—France has 
made Germany agree to cease passive 
resistance on the Ruhr and has so 
strengthened hrself that she will be 
able to make Germany do more than 
that. The whole trouble has arisen 
because the defeat of the Germans 
was not brought home to . them in 
1918. They escaped a military de¬ 
bacle by a timely armistice and 
thought they could escape the terms 
then imposed by a policy of delay, 
evasion and finally passive resistance. 
It is possible that their conduct may 
bring about the very thing they avoid- j 
ed in the armistice—viz, penetration • 
into Germany of war with all its ter-1 
rors and desolation. It may come 
from France or it may be internicine 
but in either case the world’s verdict 
will be “It served her right.” In this 
as in all other cases Britain has pur¬ 
sued the traditional policy of letting 
the defeated enemy off easily. In the | 
past it was advantageous as well as ! 
generous but this case is different— 
different because Germany does not 
reoognize defeat. She is still defiant 
and dangerous.

The amount of wages was not 
stipulated according to the evidence 
given. * Mr. Miles appears to have 
promised to simply do the right thing 
and Godfrey agreed to meet him half 
way. For thirteen days Godfrey 
worked after which he quit of his own 
accord and demanded $8.00 per day. 
Mr. Miles refused to pay that amount 
and proferred $6.00 per day which 
amount was refused and Godfrey laid 
a complaint under the Master and Ser¬ 
vants Act for the amount of $104. 
Considerable evidence was heard, and 
Mr. Wilson endeavored time and again 
to find out if any set amount had been 
arranged upon but evidently no ar¬ 
rangements had been made except as 
above stated he therefore applied the 
expression of Godfrey to meet him 
half way and gave his decision in fav¬ 
or of plaintiff for $7 per day and costs.

THE COST OF SCHOOLBOOKS 


The cost of schoolbooks is a drain 
on the domestic purse in many cases. 
The buying of schoolbooks is in a way 
a forced purchase, in that they ate 
necessities of school life which have 
to be accepted with the cost met how¬ 
ever much the inroads it makes into 
small and limited incomes. This may 
be called a domestic reason why the 
cost of schoolbooks should be reduced. 
It is a matter in which the heads of 
families have a direct interest There 
are means by which the cost of 
schoolbooks may be reduced, which 
if brought into effect will be both ta 
the personal and national advantage. 
This is referred to by the Montreal 
Herald in the campaign which it is 
conducting for reduction in the cost of 
schoolbooks in the Province of Que¬ 
bec. By the means of standardizing 
schoolbooks the cost can be materially 
reduced. By this meaas, as the Mont¬ 
real Herald has urged, a broad, na¬ 
tional and patriotic sentiment might 
be aroused in the youth of the coun¬ 
try/ There is a good deal of truth in 
this, By such standardizing there will 
be the tendency to remove anything 
of provincialism in the mind of vouth. 
bicadening it jpto thinking nationally. 
As an argungpit for reducing the cost 
of ichoolbooks this can be well ad¬ 
vanced.—Petrolia Topic.

LOOK INTO THIS 


(c) GOVERNMENT SALE OF BEER 
—meaning thereby the sale of beer by or 
through government vendors for consump¬ 
tion in private residences under government 
control and regulation, other liquors to be 
sold through doctors’ prescription for 
medicinal purposes. 


There appears to be a misunder¬ 
standing on the part of some of those 
interested in view of the latitude 
which has been allowed by the depart¬ 
ment of municipal affairs and certain 
municipalities in connection with the 
transfer of title of lands against which 
cavaet was filed in 1922 for the non¬ 
payment of taxes. An extension of 
time in such cases may be allowed as 
the matter is purely in the hands of 
the department or municipality con¬ 
cerned. Lands that were sold at any 
tax sale in 1921 must be redeemed 
prior to the first day of November 
next or the tax sale purchaser will be 
entitled to a final transfer. Under the 
existing act no further extension of 
time is possible in the case of land 
sold to a third party for taxes and it 
is very urgent that all those concern¬ 
ed should immediately consult with 
their respective secretaries.

It may be interesting to know that 
over 70,000,000 acres of Crown lands 
in western Canada have been disposed 
of directly for settlement purposes. 
One of the big factors in the develop¬ 
ment of the prairie provinces has been 
the free homestead policy, and the 
prospects of obtaining, subject to easy 
conditions, lands, the value of which 
in older established countries would be 
beyond their purchasing ability, was 
the magnet which drew men from all- 
over the world to people the west At 
present, however, most of the land in 
proximity to railway - lines has been 
alienated from the Crown and in the 
greater part of the west a free home¬ 
stead within easy reach of a railway 
can no longer be held as a major in¬ 
ducement to the intending settler. 
There are, however, intermingled with 
the settled sections a large number of 
privatel^ owned unoccupied farms 
convenient to railways and which are 
not only idle but block the way of con¬ 
tinuous settlement While most of 
these lands are available for purchase 
at reasonable prices, yet the ordinary 
individual has no easy means of find-

The effect of high wages on prices 
has been impressed on the public of 
the country by the coal strikes and 
the settlements made by arbitration 
boards. The effect on railway rates 
and farm values is suggested ,in the 
following from the Farmers’Sun: J 

"A carload of hay was sold in Tor-, 
onto the other day for $80, but the 
shipper only realized $25. Of the 
balance, $10 was for commission and 
$51 went for railway charges—$1 be¬ 
ing for switching, $2 for demurrage j 
and $48 for freight. The farmer who j 
owned the land and harvested and bal¬ 
ed the hay, received less than one dol¬ 
lar for every two dollars received by 
the railway, which .nerely hauled it to 
Toronto in a car forming part of a I 
train that have been made up of any¬ 
where from ten to twenty cars. 

" ‘Railway’ in this case is a mis- 
leaiiij-. term. It really means wages 
of anywhere from two to three or f. r 
Inousand dollars to the trainmen wft . 
operate this system of transportation 
The wage of the average trainman 
'• j not f ar short of the average g> of;, 
income from a hundred acre farm, and 
from which gross income provision 
must be made up or interest on invest¬ 
ment and wages, not for the farmer 
alone, hut for such help as his family 
is able to provide as well. So long as 
that condition exists, so long will w<- 
have examples such as that present¬ 
ed by $25 for the producer of a tar- 
load of hay and $51 for delivering it 
t,y tail at point of sale.” 

ONE CROP PAID LAND 

Wonderful stories are coming nut 
from Vulcan these days. Vulcan has 
one of the greatest crops in its histo¬ 
ry and some enormous yields are tie-, 
ing recorded although threshing is no 
more than half finished, according to 
information gathered from Vulcan by 
the Lethbridge Herald. “We’ll be 
threshing till Christmas,” the Herald’s 
Vulcan representative said. “The crops 
around town have been threshed out 
nnd the rigs are now moving north 
toward the Buffalo Hill country,where 
there is a wilderness of stooks.” To 
pay for a farm with a single crop is 
the experience of one Vulcan farmer, 
James Leverington. This spring Mr. 
Leverington bought half a section of 
land, half a mile west of town, for 
$4,700 cash. Two hundred acres of 
summerfallow were seeded to wheat. 
He threshed 10,500 bushels of No. 1 
wheat. He paid for his land and took 
care of his operating expenses, and, 
had a tidy sum left over. Another 
story, unconfirmed, says that a Vulcan 
man bought machinery,and after mar¬ 
keting a 280-acre farm with horses 
and his crop, paid for his land, set 
aside wages for himself and his son 
and put about $6,000 in the bank. How 
is that for negotiating a shrewd deal ?

The International hay and grain 
show which is held annually in con¬ 
junction with the International Live¬ 
stock Exhibition, is perhaps the larg¬ 
est show if this kind, at least the 
largest in America. Western Canada 
but more particularly Alberta, pro¬ 
duces the finest quality of seed grain 
on the continent. To substantiate this 
statement, one has to look up the re¬ 
cord of past awards at this show, to 
.find the names of many Alberta 
growers. The department of agricul¬ 
ture has divided the province into 
three divisions for the convenience of 
the growers, with Claresholm scroo! 
of agriculture to serve as a collecting 
depot for exhibits in the southern part 
of the province, while the University 
of Alberta and Olds school will func¬ 
tion for the central and northern part. 
The exhibition is held from Dec. 1 to 
Dec. 8, but all entries must be made 
by mail and be in the hands of the 
Superintendent of Entries, Hay and 
Grain Show, Chicago, U.S.A., while 
exhibits must reach the grounds^not 
later than Monday, Nov. 26th. No 
entry fee is charged, but exhibitors 
are only allowed to enter one sample 
in any class, but he may enter in as I 
many classes as he may desire. While | 
the greatest care is necessary in se | 
lecting and cleaning and picking a! 
sample for exhibition,scouring, bleacn- 1 
ing or clipping so that the endosperm 1 
is exposed will disqualify a sample at 
the discretion of the judges. All ex 
hibits of wheat, oats, barley, rye, field 
peas and field beans must consist of 
one peck, while of clovers and alfalfa 
cfnly four quarts will be required. All 
samples must be named. All exhibits 
should reach the Claresholm school 
of agriculture not later than Novem¬ 
ber 15th, to be reshipped to the expo¬ 
sition, while the entries should be sent 
direct. In shipping use double sacks 
to insure sample from damage or loss. 
From 25 to 35 prizes are offered in 
each class for grains—15 prizes for 
small seeds as well as trophies and 
ribbans as specials for each class. If 
any further information or prize lists 
are required, communicate with the 
School of Agriculture, Claresholm, 
Alberta. 

AS OTHERS SEE US 

Canadians generally will appreciate 
the following Editorial which was pub¬ 
lished in “The Referee”, America’s 
Financial and Sporting authority 
which we believe accurately expresses 
the true sentiments of financiers and 
gentleman sportmen in the Uuited 
States:- 

“While we realize that the people of 
Canada would not regard exaggerated 
flattery in the light of a compliment 
we believe we remain within the con¬ 
fines of simple truth when we remark 
that no nation in history has met the 
financial demands of war with greater 
good spirit and carried the financial 
burdens with greater intelligence than 
the vast Dominion that tops the North 
American continent. Ten years ago 
Canada’s debt was less than $350,000, 
000. On January 1, 1923,. it was $2,- 
516,929,000, over two billion dollars 
added by the war. Were it not for the 
fact that the bulk of this collossal debt 
is owed within the Dominion, Cana¬ 
dian^ themselves owning bonds to the 
extent of $1,969,996,000, the interest 
payments would doubtless drain the 
country drv, reduce the exchange val¬ 
ue of the’eanadian dollar to a ruin- 
inous figure and plunge Canadian fin¬ 
ance and business into a chaotic con¬ 
dition. As it is, the semi-annual 
interest payments go into hundreds of 
thousands of Canadian homes, and 
provide money for the payment of the 
Federal taxes from which the interest 
payments are drawn. At the time, 
Canada might have met the enormous 
demands of the war by borrowing 
fromNew York, but wisdom, as well 
as the patriotism, in resisting the 
temptation and instead placing the 
burden immediately upon the shoul- 
ders-of her .own people is now appar¬ 
ent. Witin a few weeks $172,000,000 
of Dominion Government bonds will 
fall due. With the same spirit and 
intelligence, the Government is again 
co-operating with bankers and btok- 
nrs. to keep the debt in Canada. The 
prospect that practically the entire 
amount will be replaced by money ad¬ 
vanced by Canadian investors is pleas¬ 
ing, to the friends of plucky Canada 
the world over.”

Although usually regarded chiefly 
as an agricultural province, Alberta j 
is making excellent strides in her 
manufacturing activities. No less 
than $60,000,000 is now officially re-' 
ported as being invested in this way in 
the province; while, foT the last year 
reported, the value of products was 
placed at $98,244,000. 

A commercial traveller by the name 
of E. S. Bishop was in the Pass last 
week and w^s in the uncomfortable 
position of being looked upon by al¬ 
most everyone as the commissioner of 
the now very much famous Alberta 
Liquor Act. Much as the fellow long¬ 
ed for a drink, no one would venture 
to offer him one.—Blairmore Enter¬ 
prise. 

Increased employment was reported 
by the office of the employment ser¬ 
vice of Canada during July, 1923, due 
to the active demands for agricultural 
workers in the West and for outdoor 
construction laborers in all districts. 
Compared with the same month in 
1922, a marked improvement was 
shown in the number of vacancies of¬ 
fered and placements made.

Alberta is recording some good 
yields of corn this season, G. G. Scott, 
a farmer at Millet^ near Edmonton, 
reports that he seeded four acres with, 
Red Dent and Gehu, and secured 16 
tons of silage to the acre, and expects 
a yield of 60 bushels to the acre from 
the corn. In the Taber district, on the 
irrigated lands, a number of farmers 
have grown com with much success 
this year, it is reported. 

With low priced farm lands and 
heavy yields of grain, in Alberta this 
year, some farmers have been able to 
accomplish wonders in the way of fin¬ 
ancing their farms. Williams Bros, 
of Consort, purchased a farm in the I 
fall of 1921, which they prepared for! 
crop last year and seeded to wheat 
this year. They report that the crop 
they have taken off this fall has paid j 
the expenses and the purchase price of j 
the land in addition. 

Seed growers of Alberta who plan to 1 
exhibit seed at the Chicago interna¬ 
tional hay and grain show in Decem¬ 
ber should lose no time in getting in 
their entries, as these must be in Chi¬ 
cago by November 10. The exhibits 
must be forwarded to the clearing 
ponits at Claresholm school of agricul¬ 
ture, Olds school of agriculture, or the 
University of Alberta. Here th"y will j 
be sorted and forwarded to Chicago, j 
the provincial government paying the , 
freight from the assembling point. 

Sixty-eight cases of poppies, con- 
taining one hundred and thirty.thous¬ 
and poppies, have now reached the, 
Poppy Day headquarters for the Prov- \ 
ince of Alberta and the staff has been 
increased in order that all orders for 
poppies are met without delay. While 
most of the towns in the province are 
already bocficed up, it is the earnest de¬ 
sire of the officials txr have every town 
large or small, supplied with poppies 
in order that the citizens may wear 
this emblem of reverence to our fal¬ 
len soldiers who fell in the great 
cause of humanity. The citizen’ of 
Ottawa, quotes Lloyd-George when 
speaking at Montreal recently upon 
the work done by the Canadians in the 
guerilla warfare as saying “The Maple 
Leaf was embroidered forever on the 
silken folds of the banner of Human 
Liberty”. Are we going to pay a trib¬ 
ute to these men who gave their all ? 
Has our town taken steps to ensure a 
supply of these poppies? Surely there 
is some organization, friendy society, 
church body, in our town interested in 
this Poppy Campaign. If so, they 
should get in touch with the Provin¬ 
cial Secretaryi G.W.V.A., Calgary, im¬ 
mediately and make known their re¬ 
quirements.

'bullets crashing through the wood¬ 
work above their heads as a warning 
not to resist, two masked and armed 
men succeeded in getting away with 
$800 in cash and a small amount of 
jewelry at 3:30 Sunday morning. The 
robbers swept the money off the card 
tables, and then one by one the play¬ 
ers were forced to empty their pock¬ 
ets. When the last bill had been col¬ 
lected, the bold-up men fired another 
two shots through the fioor, warned 
their victims not to give {he alarm 
under penalty, of being shot, then 
escaped in a waiting automobile. 

When police officers arrived from 
High River two hours later the rob¬ 
bers' had vanished into the country 
and no trace of them^has been found. 

Although the holdup was carried 
out at 3:30 o’clock, so impressed were 
the victime of the robbery with the 
cool and calm methods of the robbers 
that they did not telephone the High 
River dtachment, 20 miles east, until 
4:30 o’clock. When Constable Holton 
of High River arrived at 6:30 in re¬ 
sponse to the call,the robbers had suc¬ 
ceeded in covering up their trail. The 
automobile which carried the robbers 
tore out of town at a high rate of 
speed, minus lights, and no two per¬ 
sons in the town could agree on what 
direction it had taken.
